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Police officers discover two bodies in property 


TWO bodies have been found in a 
house on a quiet residential street 
near Oswestry. 

Police were called to the property 
in Erw Wen in Morda after receiving 
a call that led to a concern for the 
welfare of the occupants. 

When officers arrived at the ad¬ 
dress on Saturday, a man and woman, 
both in their 30s, were found dead. 


Forensic investigations took place 
in the house and door to door inquir¬ 
ies were carried out by officers. 

The bodies were discovered at 
5.45pm on Saturday. 

West Mercia Police officers are still 
working with the man and woman’s 
next of kin before identifying the 
pair. 

The two deaths are not being 


treated as suspicious and a file will 
be prepared for the coroner ahead of 
a possible inquest. 

Detective Inspector Rob Mount- 
ford, who is leading the investigation, 
said neighbours of those that had 
died had been spoken to. 

He said: “I would like to reassure 
the community that we believe this to 
be a contained incident at the address 


with no other parties involved. We 
are not treating the deaths as suspi¬ 
cious and are not seeking anyone else 
in relation to this. 

“A file will be passed to the coro¬ 
ner.” 

Police say there is no link between 
the discovery of the two bodies at the 
weekend and the deaths of two people 
in a derelict building earlier this year. 


In February police found the bodies 
of a man and a woman in a derelict 
house at the junction of Weston Lane 
and Maesbury Road in Oswestry. 

It is believed they had been living 
in the building. 

Inquests are still to be opened into 
their deaths and their identities have 
not yet been made public by West 
Mercia Police. 


TOURIST CENTRE'S 
RE-OPENING HOPE

OSWESTRY’S Mile End Tour¬ 
ist Information Centre could 
be re-opened in time for the 
busy summer tourist season, 
a prominent business leader 
has said. 

Clive Knowles, the owner of the 
British Ironwork Centre, is leading 
a move to re-open the centre, which 
closed last year, under the umbrella 
of a Shropshire Tourism Volunteer 
Group. 

Mr Knowles said the ambitious plan was mov¬ 
ing at a “good pace” with steps being taken to 
turn the centre into a Commu¬ 
nity Interest Company (CIC). 

He said: “At the moment 
we’ve got solicitors working on 
a proposal to make the centre a 
CIC, and we’re currently in the 
process of appointing a board of 
trustees. 

“But really now the important 
thing to stress is we can’t do this 
without a band of volunteers, so 
I would encourage anyone who’s 
interested to come forward and lend a hand. The 
tourist information centre was crucial to the 
town and the town’s tourist economy and it’s 
located at the main gateway into town, so this is 
something I’m really keen to see happen.” 

The centre originally opened at Mile End 
when the A5/A483 bypass was built 30 years 
ago and won awards for being the best in the 
Midlands but it closed last July after Shropshire 
Council said visitor numbers had plummeted. 

Mr Knowles had hoped the centre would be 
open by this Easter weekend, but he now admits 
that was an ambitious idea and believes summer 
is a more realistic goal. 

Meanwhile, Mr Knowles, with the help of 
local rambler groups, has started to look at how 
rights-of-ways can be improved in the area to 
entice more visitors to Oswestry. 

He says research shows that the majority of 
visitors to Shropshire associate the area with 
outdoor activities.

Welsh Government 
gives opinion on 
future of A&E site 

THE Welsh Government has backed 
plans to have accident and emergency 
services based solely in Shrewsbury. 

The First Minister of Wales, Carwyn 
Jones, has confirmed the support for the 
plan. It is the first time the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment has made public comment on its 
preferred option for the location of A&E 
services for Shropshire and Mid Wales. 

The statement came when Montgomer¬ 
yshire Assembly Member Russell George 
spoke at First Minister’s questions ask¬ 
ing why the Welsh Government had not 
joined in the Future Fit consultation 
process. Mr Jones said: “Geographically, 
Shrewsbury is closer, and so we would 
prefer services to be based in Shrews¬ 
bury. But it’s important to ensure that 
services are safe and sustainable, which 
is something, of course, that we’ve had to 
deal with ourselves. But clearly, from our 
perspective, we would wish to see services 
that are accessed by Welsh people in Eng¬ 
land as close to those Welsh patients as 
possible.” 

Mr George welcomed the First Minis¬ 
ter’s response. 

He said: “I have always maintained 
that it is common sense that emergency 
care serving Shropshire and Mid Wales 
should be located in the centre of the re¬ 
gion in Shrewsbury, but to date the Welsh 
Government has previously baulked at 
the chance to add its considerable weight 
to my calls for this outcome.”

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Parking shake-up 'could 
help ease ticket tensions'

A SHAKE-up of Oswestry’s cur¬ 
rent car parking system would 
help diffuse problems with tick¬ 
ets and increase footfall, a busi¬ 
ness chief has claimed. 

Sarah Probert, business lecturer at 
North Shropshire College and mem¬ 
ber of Oswestry Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, has suggested the way forward 
following anger in the town over traf¬ 
fic wardens issuing tickets to market 
traders and residents. 

Mrs Probert believes a “measured ap¬ 
proach” is needed. 

She said: “People are getting fired up 
about what’s been going on and that’s to¬ 
tally understandable. 

“It’s regrettable that tickets have been 
issued but unfortunately these rules are 
there and from a business perspective 
you would not expect free parking all year 
round. 

“Car parks need maintaining and we 
know that some services in the town are 
paid for through the town council-run car 
parks. Free parking at Christmas time is a 
gesture of goodwill from the council but it’s 
not something that is feasible during the 
rest of the year. I do think moving forward, 
people paying for parking on exit would ac¬ 
tually be beneficial.” 

Mrs Probert added: “Analysis shows that 
actually footfall increases when people pay 
for their parking after they’ve been shop¬ 
ping. It also means people aren’t rushing 
around to come back in an hour’s time and 
can looking around at their pace, which is 
great for businesses.” 

Town Clerk David Preston said he was 
aware that Oswestry Chamber of Com¬ 
merce had been discussing parking at a 
recent meeting including parking arrange¬ 
ments at the town’s main Central Car Park. 

The council runs Central Car Park as 
well as other car parks while Shropshire 
Council is also responsible for the running 
of some of the town’s car parks 

He said: “There are various groups that 
look at town centre issues. At the present, 
the town council will be open to consider 
any matter raised as appropriate. Pay on 
exit was looked at some years ago, and at 
the time the professional opinion was the 
site was such a large open site, that it was 
unsuitable but clearly changes have been 
made in software and equipment and if ap¬ 
propriate, this could be looked at.” 


A DOUBLE Paralympic gold medallist 
paid a visit to North Shropshire College to 
launch two new sports courses. 

Danielle Brown MBE did the honours as 
she helped launch the men and women’s 
multi-sport scholarships, which will be 
based at the college’s Walford campus from 
September.

the official ambassador of the scholarship. 

The men’s scholarship will run similarly 
with the BTEC Sport qualification, and will 
feature pathways of rugby and football. 

It will also be supported by Wolves FC 
and Wolves Community Trust. 

Staff at the college said they were 
“thrilled” to welcome Danielle to the college 
to launch the courses. 

Karen Roberts, assistant principal, said: 
“The scholarships are perfect for students 
with a passion for sport who see their future 
career in coaching and sports development. 

“Both scholarships have fantastic sup¬ 
port and put the student right at the heart, 


allowing them the choice of sport pathway 
and a range of enrichment activities sup¬ 
ported by partner agencies.” 

Laura Nicholls, senior manager for 
Wolves Community Trust, said: “We are 
excited to be supporting North Shropshire 
College with their new sport scholarship. 

“We look forward to working alongside 
the college to add real value to the pro¬ 
gramme and offer the young people involved 
a unique education within this sector.” 

Mrs Roberts also confirmed the college 
is looking to offer two funded accommoda¬ 
tion places for the year - one for each of the 
scholarship programmes.

Pollution on 
busy road is 
on decrease 

AIR quality monitoring outside a 
home on one of the region’s busiest 
roads is to stop because the level of 
pollution has dropped, according to 
council officers. 

The home, Gate House at the junc¬ 
tion on the A483 at Sweeney, near 
Oswestry, has been monitored for 
pollution from passing cars and lor¬ 
ries for more than 10 years. 

Shropshire Council’s cabinet has 
been asked to consider the request to 
revoke the Air Quality Management 
Area (AQMA) on the property after 
investigations revealed pollution had 
fallen and was not likely to increase. A 
report from Karen Collier, regulatory 
services operations manager, states: 
“In 2004, an AQMA was declared cov¬ 
ering a single property known as Gate 
House located at the junction on the 
A483, Sweeney, Oswestry, SY10 8AA, 
in line with duties prescribed in the 
Environment Act 1995. The AQMA 
was declared due to a likely breach 
of the annual mean nitrogen dioxide 
national air quality objective of 40 
^g/m3. This was due to there being 
a residential receptor presenting rel¬ 
evant exposure within one metre of 
the kerbside of a busy trunk road, the 
A483.” 

The report concludes that there has 
been no breach of pollution levels for 
10 years. Shropshire Council’s cabinet 
was due to discuss the report yester¬ 
day (Wednesday). 

Helicopter used 
to hunt for man 

A POLICE helicopter was involved 
in a hunt for a man after a car hit a 
house and a police car. 

The collision with the house hap¬ 
pened on Unicorn Road and the po¬ 
lice car on nearby Middleton Road in 
Oswestry at about 12.30pm on Mon¬ 
day and involved a grey Ford Focus 
ST vehicle. 

One man was arrested but another 
ran from the scene which led to the 
police helicopter being mobilised to 
look for him. 

Anne Tugwell, for West Mercia 
Police, said: “We are asking for wit¬ 
nesses who saw a car driving from 
Ambleside Road to Unicorn Road and 
also asking for a woman who saw a 
suspect discarding a key in a car park 
at Morrison’s to come forward,” she 
said. “A 31-year-old man was arrested 
on suspicion of dangerous driving and 
refusing to give a breath test.”

CHANGES to Welshpool’s con¬ 
troversial one-way system are on 
the way, it has been confirmed 
by the Welsh Government. 

In a letter to County Councillor 
Graham Breeze, the cabinet secretary 
for economy and infrastructure, Ken 
Skates, says Broad Street will be re¬ 
duced to single lane traffic and new 
parking arrangements are on the way. 

And the Government is still investigat¬ 
ing Welshpool Town Council proposals to 
return Brook Street and Union Street to 
two-way traffic. 

Councillor Breeze says he wrote to Mr 
Skates after being inundated by residents 
concerned about safety on Broad Street. 

In his response Mr Skates said: “As part 
of the investigations a study into the park¬ 
ing and crossing arrangements on Broad 
Street has been completed and I have asked 
my officials to take forward the recommen¬ 
dations of the report. 

“This comprises the detailed design of 
single lane running on Broad Street, im¬ 
provements to parking arrangements and 
the provision of a controlled pedestrian 
crossing adjacent to the Town Hall. 

“The study into the one-way system at 
Welshpool is ongoing. This includes the 
consideration of converting Brook Street to 
two-way traffic. The report will be available 
in the spring. 

“The works to improve the pedestrian 
crossing facility at the junction of Jehu 
Road and High Street have been completed. 

“The improvements to the traffic signals 
at Morrison’s junction on Berriew Road and 
at The Cross have also been completed.” 

The news was welcomed by Councillor 
Breeze. “The study was put in place by Ed- 
wina Hart when she was minister for econ¬ 
omy science and transport after she visited 
Welshpool,” he said. 

“In two-lane format Broad Street is a 
nightmare for both motorists and pedestri¬ 
ans and it is nothing short of a miracle that 
no-one has been killed. 

“The system is flawed and it is fantastic 
news that the Government has listened to 
the people of Welshpool. Introducing a one- 
lane system will improve safety, increase 
short-term parking facilities and put an end 
to the double parking. The controlled cross¬ 
ing is an absolute must to stop pedestrians 
taking their lives into their own hands 
every time they try to cross the road.” 


IT has been going for only five years 
but the success of a tractor pull has 
seen £16,000 split between two of 
the region’s most valued charities.

Mr Penton, who visited Severn 
Hospice in a tractor to deliver the 
funds, said organisers were de¬ 
lighted to be able to support the 
charities. 

He said: “We are thrilled, over the 
moon to have raised that much. 

“The ambition for this year is to 
try and beat that total and get to 
£30,000 because the more we can 
make the more we can give to these 
charities.” 

Mr Penton paid tribute to all 
those who had helped raise the 
money, and particularly the event’s 
main sponsors. 

He said: “It is thanks to all of the 


sponsors, the helpers, the families, 
and the people who come along to 
enjoy the event. I would particu¬ 
larly like to thank NS Scaffolding of 
Oswestry who put up all the barri¬ 
ers and the track fencing, Gray and 
Adams Trailers of Doncaster, and 
Hartshorne Volvo in Shrewsbury.” 

Mr Penton, who is a director of 
Oswestry firm Penton’s Haulage 
and Cold Storage, revealed that the 
decision to launch the event had 
been taken after he and his wife 
witnessed the care provided by the 
staff at the Severn Hospice. 

Planning is already well under¬ 
way for this year’s event.

Parking of 
lorries raise 
safety fears 

LARGE lorries travelling to and from a 
busy factory site and parking on a main 
road through a town are an “accident wait¬ 
ing to happen”, it has been claimed. 

Kronospan in Chirk has come under fire 
from residents, as its lorries are parking on 
the main road, causing traffic chaos and 
anger among motorists. 

Councillor Terry Evans, who represents 
Chirk South on Wrexham Council, said the 
queues from outside the entrance to the 
factory are backing down as far as the Lod- 
gevale estate, and although impatient mo¬ 
torists are attempting to overtake the large 
vehicles, the problem originates from the 
factory. He said: “People are getting impa¬ 
tient and overtaking these lorries but they 
can’t always see what’s ahead, it’s an acci¬ 
dent waiting to happen and it has to stop. 

“There really is no excuse now because 
I believe the weigh bridge is now fixed, I 
think the problem is that because of all the 
work going on at the factory, there’s no 
longer space for lorries to park there.” 

Candida Pryce-Jones, a spokeswoman 
for Kronospan, said: “There have been 
occasional problems in Chirk with traffic 
build-up into the factory in recent times. 
We have replaced one of our weigh bridges 
recently, employed a marshal to assist with 
the flow of traffic, and are reviewing our 
logistics operation to take out any bottle¬ 
necks and ensure a smooth flow of vehicles 
into, through and out of the factory, for the 
benefit of everyone.” 


cerns of people who use the roads or live 
nearby after a highways report found that 
congestion on the A5 north of Shrewsbury 
and A483 around Oswestry is worsening, 
impacting safety, economic growth and the 
environment. 

Mr Paterson, who has campaigned for 
more than 20 years for improvements to 
the roads, said: “This is the best news we’ve 
had in years. 

“These letters are usually very carefully 
worded, normally with some form of let out 
clause in them and yes, this particular let¬ 
ter has been carefully written but it’s very 
clear that we’re now in the running. 

“In the past year we’ve had two minis¬ 
ters here who have seen the roads for them¬ 
selves and it’s clear they are impressed by 
the arguments we’ve raised.” 

Now Mr Paterson is calling on busi¬ 
nesses, organisations and individuals to 
send any information they have on the 
roads. 

He said: “It’s in everyone’s hands now, 
there’s only so much I can do. I want every 
single person, every single business, every 
organisation to comment on any bad ex¬ 
periences they’ve had. The time is now, 
it’s crucial. That also applies to the Pant 
and Llanymynech side. We have to make 
the case for dualling this section of the A5 
but also for a bypass in Pant and Llanymy¬ 
nech.” 

Consultation into the strategic roads net¬ 
work will run until early next year. 

Long-time campaigner for a bypass in 
Pant and Llanymynech Dilys Gaskill wel¬ 
comed the news. 

Mrs Gaskill, chair of Llanymynech and 
Pant Parish Council said: “This is brilliant 
news, it’s been a long time but we are cer¬ 
tainly moving forward that’s for sure. 

“It’s crucial we log every single incident 
because the road is not improving, only the 
other week there was an accident involving 
a pedestrian who was hit by a car in Llany¬ 
mynech. Accidents like this can’t carry on, 
we have to keep the pressure up.” 


ACTOR Ricky Tomlinson will be coming to

Mr Tomlinson was one of three men 
jailed for conspiring to intimidate workers 
at building sites in Shrewsbury and Telford 
during the bitter strike. 

Ahead of the talk in Oswestry, the former 
Brookside star said he still wants answers. 

He said: “I’m going on 78 years old and 


I will go to my grave fighting. I just want 
answers now. They can prosecute me again. 

“I want to know why our court case cost 
in today’s money £15 million, why we were 
considered that level of threat. 

“We’re coming to Oswestry because we 
know there are a few men involved in the 
town, and we want to hear what they know 
and think. 

“We were striking not only because of the 
low pay, but the dehumanising conditions. 
Someone died everyday and a boss would 
only be fined £100, that’s three weeks wage, 
that was how much workers’ lives cost.” 

The meeting, which starts at 7pm, forms 
part of Mr Tomlinson’s plans to create a 
documentary about the pickets, which he 
hopes will help bring the truth to light.

THE days grow longer and 
warmer. I am reminded every 
spring of our little girl, then 
three, who vanished into the 
garden for a while and went 
suspiciously quiet. Turned out 
she had been picking flowers 
and laying them, thoughtfully 
and reverently, at the foot of 
a small cherry tree. Whatever 
religion you later force on your 
kids, I suspect they all start off 
as druids. 

THE latest plan to cut the

Tunnel work completed 
by specialist dig machine 


DOMINIC ROBERTSON finds 
work is progressing on a 
huge specialist digging 
project in Mid Wales 

IT has taken six months but a 
specialist digging machine has 
finally finished a multi-million 
pound tunnel to bring water to 
the region. 

Workers have been busy using a 
specialist boring machine to create 
the first of three tunnels which will 
reinforce water supplies to Birming¬ 
ham and the surrounding area from 
the Elan Valley Aqueduct (EVA) in 
Mid Wales. 

The pipes are being built at three lo¬ 
cations, with Bleddfa complete, and the 
workers now moving on to Nantmel, be¬ 
fore the final tunnel at Knighton. 

The work is being carried out to pro¬ 
vide alternative pipes to take water to 
Birmingham so that maintenance work 
can take place on the Elan Valley Aque¬ 
duct, which has been providing water for 
Birmingham and the surrounding area 
for more than 100 years. 

Paul Dennison, programme manager 
for Severn Trent, said the work is vital 
because the EVA is the only water supply 
for Birmingham. 

He said: “At the moment, the EVA is 
the sole source of supply into Birming¬ 
ham, and storage at our treatment works 
at Frankley means we can only turn it off 
for a few days at a time for maintenance. 

“To allow us to turn it off for longer 
periods, an alternative water supply for 
the city is being built. 

“Work began this month on a new 
pipeline from Lickhill, near Stour- 
port-on-Severn, 25km into the existing 
water treatment works in Birmingham. 
“However, our checks on the existing

aqueduct show that in three places, 
there is work that we’d rather do before 
the new pipeline is completed. 

“As we can’t shut down the aqueduct, 
we’ve had to come up with alternative 
solutions.” 

The three new tunnels are being built 
then connected at either end to bypass 
sections of the existing aqueduct. 

Each of the multi-million pound pro¬ 
jects is huge in its own right, and the 
machine used to cut the new tunnels is 
more than three metres in diameter. 

Mr Dennison said they have now 
been able to transfer the supply of 
water from the 100 year old aqueduct 
to the new pipe. 

He said: “We’ve been working at 
Bleddfa since October 2015 and a 
launch ceremony was held in May 2016 
to celebrate the arrival and launch of 
the tunnel boring machine which then 


spent the next six months underground 
digging the 1.8km long tunnel. 

“The machine broke out successfully 
in December 2016 - right on target, 
completing the first tunnel. 

“The last few weeks have been a busy 
time for us as we’ve been working on 
the transfer of flows from the 100 year 
old aqueduct at Bleddfa into the newly 
constructed tunnel. 

“We planned the work to coincide 
with a scheduled shut-down of the EVA, 
when flow through the aqueduct is sus¬ 
pended for five days to allow inspection 
and maintenance.” 

Mr Dennison said it had not been a 
simple process to switch the supply. 

He said: “The new tunnel was flooded 
by removing the barriers from each 
end, resulting in the flow being shared 
between the old aqueduct and the new 
tunnel.

“The water was diverted into the new 
tunnel by placing a series of specially 
shaped concrete blocks into the aque¬ 
duct gradually turning the flows from 
the old to the new. 

“The roof slab sections have now been 
replaced and we have begun backfilling 
the two working areas. 

“This is a fantastic achievement by all 
the team to complete the flow transfer 
in such a short space of time - just three 
days. 

“We expect everything to be fully back 
to normal by the end of August at our 
site at Bleddfa village, and a month later 
at our site near Monaughty.” 

All the tunnelling equipment from 
Bleddfa has now been transferred to the 
second site at Nantmel, where the tun¬ 
nel boring machine is being prepared for 
its re-launch this month to start work on 
tunnel number two. 


WORKING 
FOR YOU 
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The last two weeks have been 
the most traumatic and eventful 
of my experience in public life. 

There have been three events 
that will have a long-term impact 
on Parliament and the lives of us 
all. 

Firstly there was the act of 
mindless terrorism on Westmin¬ 
ster Bridge and the attempt by a 
terrorist, armed with two knives 
to get into Parliament. 

Three innocent pedestrians on 
the bridge were killed and PC 
Palmer, standing guard on the 
gates to Parliament, was mur¬ 
dered. 

The terrorist was shot dead. 

There was an immediate lock- 
down in the Palace of Westmin¬ 
ster. 

Along with other MPs, I was 
locked in the debating chamber 
for over four hours. 

It was traumatic in that I’d not 
been involved in a terrorist inci¬ 
dent before. 

Just days later was the state¬ 
ment to the House of Commons 
by the Prime Minister, informing 
us that she had written to the 
President of the European Union, 
Donald Tusk, invoking Article 50 
of the Lisbon Treaty, confirming 
that the United Kingdom is leav¬ 
ing the European Union. 

Packed 

Every inch of the chamber and 
galleries were packed with MPs 
and public who wanted to be 
present on such an historic oc¬ 
casion. 

There are MPs who supported 
Theresa May’s statement, and 
MPs who didn’t - opinion divid¬ 
ed, as amongst the wider public. 

But all of us understood the 
significance of the occasion. 
And we understand that we are 
entering a period of uncertainty 
and risk. 

The next day, a White Paper 
outlining how the UK would be 
leaving the EU was published - 
The Great Repeal Bill. 

This Bill will be announced in 
the Queen’s Speech next month 
and will dominate Parliament for 
months to come. 

The effect of a Repeal Act will 
be to transfer all current EU law 
and regulations into British law 
and regulations. The Act in it¬ 
self won’t abolish any laws, but 
will mean the UK Parliament will 
thereafter be able to change or 
abolish laws we didn’t agree 
with. 

The first big decision linked 
to the UK leaving the EU will be 
what is being termed ‘the di¬ 
vorce payment’. 

The figure might be £50billion 
or nil. My view is that the UK al¬ 
ways pays its debts. 

I will support whatever figure 
emanates from a fair calculation, 
same as it should be from every 
divorce! 

Whatever, we know there is a 
very big job to do.

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IF I CLAIM COMPENSATION FOR MY ACCIDENT 
INJURIES, WHAT HAPPENS ABOUT MY BENEFITS? 

Q: I have been told that receiving compensation for an injury whilst being on benefits can be complicated. I suffered an injury last month and as a result I am 
currently in receipt of government benefits. I am not sure what to do. I feel I should be entitled to compensation but I cannot afford to risk losing my benefits. 

A: During the process of a personal injury claim, consideration will be given as to whether or not the Claimant has received benefits as a result of their injury. 
It is however completely normal for this to happen and you should not let it stop you from claiming for compensation. 

Under the Social Security (Recovery of Benefits) Act 1997, the Department of Work and Pensions introduced a scheme called the Compensation Recovery 
Unit (CRU). Through the CRU system the DWP will seek to recover benefits which have been paid to a Claimant as a result of injury for which they are 
claiming compensation. 

The liability to repay social security benefits is, however, on the compensator and not on the injured person. This means that you would not have to repay to 
the DWP any benefits you received as a result of your injury. Instead, the benefits you have received will be taken into account when calculating the amount of 
compensation you should receive and then the person(s) against whom you are claiming would in addition have to repay the DWP. 

For example, if your injury has prevented you from working and you have received benefits such as Income Support, then any sum of benefit received will be 
deducted from the loss of earnings aspect of your claim. The rationale behind this is that no person should be compensated twice in respect of the same accident. 
A specialist injury compensation lawyer will be able to assist you in processing a claim.

Rents system 
is one reason 
why migrants 
come to UK 

THE government is seeking to control im¬ 
migration. I feel there is not enough rec¬ 
ognition of the contribution made by the 
many honest and hard working migrants 
we have here. 

However, there is an element of manip¬ 
ulation of the system by some groups of 
migrants both in London and Shropshire 
where I rent out two properties. 

Why do large groups of migrants ignore 
the country they arrive in and seem de¬ 
termined to make it to this country? The 
answer is if they play the system they can 
enjoy a standard of living denied most of 
the UK population. In the first instance if 
they occupy a property it is very hard to 
evict them. 

What the law now fails to do is protect 
the landlord from tenants who occupy a 
property with no intention of paying the 
rent. They realise they can stay for many 
months before eviction. My personal ex¬ 
perience in London has been the tenant 
never intended to keep up with payments 
and has paid specialists to advise him on 
how to handle the law and the Department 
of Work and Pensions.

Garden will be 
open for scheme 

OAK Cottage at 23 High Street, 
Welshpool will be open under the 
National Gardens Scheme on Easter 
Sunday and Easter Monday between 
2pm and 5pm. 

This is the only garden open in 
Powys on these days. This town cen¬ 
tre walled-garden has been revamped 
over the last two years but still pre¬ 
sents gravel paths and stepping stones 
winding through a wide variety of 
plants, many unusual. 

A Wardian style cabinet, the alpine 
house and troughs should have a num¬ 
ber of alpines and hepaticas in flower. 
Entry to the garden is from Bowling 
Green Lane which runs parallel to the 
High Street and which offers parking 
on Sundays. Home made cakes and 
tea/coffee available. 

The entrance charge is £3.50 for 
adults, children free. 

In 2016 £2.7 million raised through 
the National Gardens Scheme went to 
a variety of charities including Mac¬ 
millan Cancer Support, Marie Curie, 
Parkinson’s UK and MS Society and 
Hospice UK. 

Jail warning over 
car arson attack 

A MAN has admitted arson following 
a car fire in Mid Wales. 

Daniel Mark Williamson, aged 
25, of Woodland View, Treflach, 
Oswestry, was further remanded in 
custody pending sentence at the end 
of the month. He appeared in the dock 
at Mold Crown Court charged with 
reckless arson - that at Ger y Llan in 
Meifod, on March 14, he damaged by 
fire a Ford Ka belonging to his former 
partner Melanie Simm. 

Judge Niclas Parry - who described 
it as something of a revenge offence 
- said that he would be sentenced on 
April 26 after a pre-sentence report 
had been prepared by the probation 
service. He warned Williamson to pre¬ 
pare himself for an immediate custo¬ 
dial sentence.

HOSPITAL staff did not fail in 
their duty of care towards a man 
who left an emergency depart¬ 
ment without seeing a doctor 
before he died hours later, a cor¬ 
oner has ruled. 

Guy Evans, 25, hit his head during a 
pub crawl at the Railway Inn at Peny- 
bontfawr on October 8. 

Mr Evans, of Greenfield, St Martins, 
near Oswestry, was taken to Wrexham Ma- 
elor Hospital but left before being seen by 
a doctor. He fell and hit his head again in 
the early hours of the following morning 
in Oswestry and died at Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital. 

An inquest on Tuesday heard from nurs¬ 
ing staff who said Mr Evans was assessed 
and was waiting for a doctor when he de¬ 
cided to leave. Staff nurse Ceri Vernon said 
she had carried out observations and Mr 
Evans was triaged to be seen by a doctor 
within an hour. She said she did not recall 
specifically saying to Mr Evans to wait for a 
doctor but that he would be aware to wait. 

Recording a verdict of accidental death, 
John Ellery, senior coroner for Shropshire, 
Telford & Wrekin, said it was not possible 
to say which fall contributed to or caused 
Mr Evans’s death. 

He said: “If I have to resolve whether 
nursing staff told Guy he should stay to be 
seen, I don’t believe she did but I believe 
it would be reasonable Guy would have 
known he was to be seen by a doctor be¬ 
cause that was the point of going to A&E. 

“I am also conscious that Guy’s friend 
said they had been drinking and I can’t ac¬ 
cept his evidence that effectively Guy was 
told he was free to go. 

“All in all I can’t say there was any fail¬ 
ure at Wrexham Maelor which caused or 
contributed to Guy’s death.” 


MEMBERS of rotary clubs in 
Oswestry have given the thumbs-up 
to the town’s support for a campaign 
to eradicate polio. 

New boards have been placed next 
to three Welcome to Oswestry signs 
on the approaches to the town. 

The boards highlight the work ro¬ 
tarians are doing to help eradicate 
polio and also celebrates 100 years of 
the Rotary Foundation which helps 
in the polio campaign. 

Members of Oswestry Rotary Club 


and Oswestry Borderland Club, ac¬ 
companied by Oswestry Mayor Paul 
Milner, attended the unveiling of the 
boards. 

They also gave a purple thumbs-up 
to the campaign. 

Sherie Soper from the Borderland 
Rotary Club explained the campaign 
uses the colour purple because chil¬ 
dren worldwide dip their finger or 
thumb in purple dye to show that 
they have received the polio vaccine. 

The rotary clubs have also planted 


hundreds of crocus bulbs in and 
around the town to signify the 
town’s support for the polio cam¬ 
paign. 

Sherie said: “Five hundred crocus 
bulbs were planted with help from 
the students from Derwen College 
in Gobowen to enhance the Welcome 
to Oswestry floral displays and to 
give a big thank-you to Oswestry for 
helping to raise funds to end polio 
worldwide. Look out for more purple 
crocus next year.” 


Ambulance 
service will 
investigate 
care delay 

AN investigation has been launched 
after a boy, who fell at an isolated 
beauty spot and cut his head, had to 
wait more than an hour for an ambu¬ 
lance. 

The Welsh Ambulance Service has 
confirmed it will be looking into the 
circumstances surrounding what hap¬ 
pened. 

The family was on a day trip to the 
picturesque, Llanrhaeadr Waterfall 
on Monday last week, when the boy 
tumbled in woods. Staff at the Pi- 
styll Rhaeadr tea rooms dialled 999 
and rushed to help the family. But 
the first ambulance did not arrive for 
an hour and a half, and the crew, on 
seeing the severity of the the cut on 
the boy’s head, then had to radio for 
assistance. 

Eventually a Welsh Air Ambulance 
flew into the valley and the patient 
was airlifted to hospital. 

The Welsh Ambulance Service said 
the first ambulance was on scene in 
90 minutes, a rapid response vehi¬ 
cle in one hour 52 minutes and the 
Wales Air Ambulance in two hours 
and 20 minutes. Rob Jeffery from the 
Welsh Ambulance Service apologised 
to the boy’s family for the wait and 
confirmed it was being looked into 
but asked that they get in contact, in 
order to go through the details with 
them. 

He said: “We can confirm that 
we received a call at approximately 
3.02pm to reports that a young boy 
had fallen and sustained injuries in 
Llanrhaeadr. We sent a paramedic in 
a rapid response vehicle, a crew in an 
emergency ambulance and the Wales 
Air Ambulance who provided clinical 
treatment before the boy was airlifted 
to Alder Hey Hospital in Liverpool. 
We completely understand what a 
distressing wait this must have been 
for the young boy and his family, and 
for that we would like to sincerely 
apologise.”

Project to

Auction on April 27. 

Rob Hudson, a partner at MMP, said: 
“The social club was a hive of activity in 
the town for nearly 50 years. The sale of 
the property provides an opportunity for 
someone to consider a commercial business 
at the site or to seek planning permission 
for change of use.” 

The auction will be held at Welshpool 
Livestock Sales. 

Also going under the hammer at the auc¬ 
tion later are a former stables and garage 
along the Montgomery Canal at Revel, near 
Berriew, which has a guide price of £15,000, 
while 7.82 acres of land south of Trewern 
House at Trewern, near Welshpool, has a 
guide price of £65,000. 

Other properties includes a three-bed- 
room property at Trefonen, Oswestry with 
a guide price of £155,000; five lock-up ga¬ 
rages and a yard in Salop Road, Welshpool 
with a guide price of £20,000 and a two-bed- 
room property at Sarnau, near Llanymy- 
nech at £125,000.

Wind farm groups offer 

up £50,000 cashpot

WIND farm developers are offer¬ 
ing affected communities a slice 
of a near-£50,000 residents’ ben¬ 
efit fund. 

Awel Newydd has announced con¬ 
struction of its Tirgwynt wind farm, 
between Carno and Cefn Coch, is com¬ 
plete and the turbines are now fully 
operational and generating enough re¬ 
newable electricity for the equivalent 
of 13,600 homes. 

The firm has thanked the local communi¬ 
ties for their support during the construc¬ 
tion process.The wind farm owners are 
also offering a community benefit fund of 
£49,200 per year for its lifetime. The fund 
will be shared among the host communities 
of Dwyriw and Carno, which already have 
operational community funds, and the 
seven communities affected by the turbine 
delivery route. Dwyriw community is al¬ 
ready accepting applications and Carno will 
be using their fund to rebuild the primary 
school in Carno. Awel Newydd has assisted 
in setting up a new community fund for

Group of accused men 
cleared of rape claims

A GROUP of men who were al¬ 
leged to have passed around a 
girl and raped her in the back of 
vehicles have all been cleared. 

The prosecution had alleged that the girl 
was abused between the ages of 13 and 17 
after she had been identified as vulnerable. 
She refused to give evidence at Mold Crown 
Court. 

The case against the six men was ad¬ 
journed for several days but then the pros¬ 
ecution offered no evidence against them 
when the witness made it clear she would 
not return to testify. 

Rocky Evans, 22, of Old Hall Road, Elton, 
Chester, denied four charges of rape, one 
charge of sexual assault, and two charges 
of people trafficking for sexual exploitation; 
James Dean Evans, 21, of Alvaney View in 
Elton, faced three charges of rape; Jimmy 
Dean Holden, 20, of River View caravan 
park, Tan House Lane, Widnes, faced two 
rape charges; Silvester Martin Price, 19, of 
Ascot Close, Albany Park, Oswestry, faced 
one rape charge; Danny Arthur Roberts, 31, 
of Park Hall caravan site, Oswestry, faced 
two rape charges; and Billy Joe Evans, 21, 
of Park Hall caravan site, Oswestry, faced 
one rape charge. 

All were formally found not guilty. 

A second related trial involving the same 
complainant against eight other men did 
not get off the ground when the prosecu¬ 
tion offered no further evidence against 
seven of them. 

They were also formally found not guilty 
by the court. 

A case against Isaac Lowther, 24, of Lit¬ 
tle Lane Caravan Park at Goose Green, in 
Wigan, was adjourned for trial. 

But he pleaded guilty to a charge of in¬ 
citing a child to engage in sexual activity 
against a second complainant and was 
jailed. 



Fundraisers help buy new scanner

A CUTTING-edge new scanner has 
been bought for Oswestry Ortho¬ 
paedic Hospital with the help of its 
league of friends group. 

The Mindray portable ultrasound 
scanner is a machine which allows 
visualisation of the soft tissues of 
the shoulder, benefiting many pa¬ 
tients coming into the hospital for 
treatment. 

The fundraisers contributed half 
of the money for the new piece of kit, 
which cost more than £7,000. At the 


league’s last branch meeting, con¬ 
sultant orthopaedic surgeon Cormac 
Kelly demonstrated the scanner on a 
member’s shoulder. 

He said: “It shortens the investi¬ 
gation time for patients, so a prompt 
diagnosis and treatment at a shoul¬ 
der clinic can be possible. 

“Thanks to the league of friends, 
we were able to purchase the ma¬ 
chine at a very favourable price. 

“We expect the scanner to stay in 
use over the next five years before 


the need to update and so should 
serve many patients during this 
time.” 

The scanner can be used by sur¬ 
geons and therapists in clinic to di¬ 
agnose injury and inflammation of 
tendons, often avoiding the need for 
more expensive investigations such 
as MRIs. 

League of friends chairman Tricia 
Norris said she appreciated Mr Kelly 
taking the time to demonstrate the 
scanner at their meeting. 


Reminder on 
health help 
at town's 
injury unit 

PEOPLE are being reminded that 
there is plenty of help available to 
treat minor illness and injury over 
the Easter Holiday weekend - includ¬ 
ing at Oswestry’s minor injuries unit. 

Bank Holiday weekends are nor¬ 
mally busy for the NHS, especially 
if people are taking advantage of any 
good weather by having barbecues or 
getting around to some DIY. 

Health bosses are reminding people 
that if they do need help, minor in¬ 
jury units can deal with a wide range 
of conditions. They include cuts and 
lacerations, fractures that require 
plaster only, bites, minor burns and 
scalds, foreign bodies in the eyes, nose 
and ears, minor head injuries, soft 
tissue injuries such as sprains and 
bruises and wound infections. 

Pharmacies can also help with 
a range of common conditions and 
minor injuries, such as aches and 
pains, cystitis, colds and skin rashes. 
They can also help with repeat pre¬ 
scriptions. 

Andrew Thomas, head of nursing 
and quality at Shropshire Community 
Health NHS Trust, said: “We usually 
see more people coming to us with 
minor injuries during holiday periods 
and long weekends so we would urge 
people to be careful and know how to 
get appropriate help or treatment if 
they need it. 

“Visiting your local pharmacy to 
stock-up on first aid items and over- 
the-counter remedies such as painkill¬ 
ers is also a good idea, and our minor 
injury units in Bridgnorth, Ludlow 
and Oswestry can provide compre¬ 
hensive care and support over the 
Bank Holiday period for any minor 
accidents.” Oswestry’s minor injuries 
unit is open tomorrow (Friday) from 
8.30am to 6pm and on Saturday from 
8.30am to 1pm. On Sunday it will 
be open from 8.30am to 1pm and on 
Monday it will be open from 8.30am 
to 6pm.

And it is a three-way battle in 
Oswestry West between Barry John

Hoseason (Lib Dem) and Vince Hunt 
(Con). 

Candidates in Ruyton & Baschurch 
are Nick Bardsley (Con); Graeme 
Roger Currie (Lab); Alex Jones (Lib 
Dem) and Robert John Jones (Fed). 

The two candidates in St Martins 
are Steve Davenport (Con) and Neil 
Graham (Lab) while the candidates in 
St Oswald are Joyce Bernadette Bar- 
row (Con) and Len Evans (Ind). 

In Whittington the candidates are 
Steve Charmley (Con); Edward David 
Goff (Green); Christopher Lee Jones 
(Ind) and David Walker (Lib Dem). 


Elections to town and parish coun¬ 
cils will also be held on the same day. 

There will also be elections for 
Powys County Council and to town 
and community councils in the region. 

Once the nominations closed, it was 
clear battles would be held in 56 of 
the county council’s 73 wards, with 16 
uncontested with candidates already 
returned unopposed.

Uncontested 
wards raise 
vote worries 

PARTS of Powys have been branded 
‘democracy deserts’ with warnings 
that voters are being denied a voice. 

A total of 17 councillors have been 
elected unopposed - including one 
ward where no candidates have put 
themselves forward. 

The Electoral Reform Society has 
estimated that 23,723 residents in 
the county will be denied the vote in 
this year’s council elections on May 4. 
Powys County Council has 73 wards 
with 56 being contested, while 16 are 
uncontested with candidates returned 
unopposed and one not receiving any 
nominations. Among the uncontested 
wards are Churchstoke, Meifod, 
Machynlleth and Newtown East. The 
seat in Newtown East will be filled by 
Councillor Joy Jones, who has repre¬ 
sented the ward since 2012. 

She said: “As long as you’re doing 
the job and getting out and doing the 
work then I don’t think it matters if 
you’re in an uncontested seat. 

“The fact that mine’s uncontested 
is that other people said because I’d 
been working so hard they knew I’d 
be doing the job. 

“It’s up to the people not up to me. 
It’s up to them and whoever wants to 
stand.” 

Meanwhile, more than 1,000 voters 
in the village of Cradoc and its neigh¬ 
bouring communities north of Brecon 
will be unrepresented when council¬ 
lors first meet after May 4. 

Nominations will then have to be 
reopened and a fresh attempt made to 
drum up some interest in represent¬ 
ing Yscir ward. Jess Blair, director 
of Electoral Reform Society Cymru, 
claimed the situation was undemo¬ 
cratic. She said: “Local elections are 
one of the main opportunities for vot¬ 
ers to have our say over services that 
affect our everyday lives. But with 
nearly 24,000 people across Powys 
- and nearly 130,000 across Wales - 
have no choice at the upcoming elec¬ 
tions, that opportunity is being taken 
away for many of us. Welsh residents 
are being denied a voice - to the det¬ 
riment of our democracy and our ser¬ 
vices.”

W ant to feel old? It’s 
been 20 years since 
Steps released their 
disco-tastic debut - 
and now they’re back 
to celebrate. And 

despite the two decades in between, 
The Ticket discovers not much has 
really changed. 

Hit 90s pop group Steps are playing a game. Lisa 
Scott-Lee and Claire Richards are trying to work out who 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer was when they formed, 
almost 20 years ago, in May 1997. 

As they confer, a giggling Ian ‘H’ Watkins, sat behind 
the pair, slyly tickles their backs. Swatting him away, 

Claire correctly answers ‘Gordon Brown’ to the delight of 
her bandmates, who fall about laughing after H’s antics 
are revealed. 

It’s just one sign of the affinity and energy retained by 
the group, who split so acrimoniously at the turn of the 
millennium, when Claire and H decided they wanted to 
form a duo. 

Since then, of course, things have been patched up, 
and the band reformed in 2011 for a Sky Living series 
and a string of concerts. Now, more than five years on, 
with the exception of 39-year-old Claire, they have all 
celebrated their 40th birthdays, but that does little to 
deter their energy and positive affront.

The Ticket catches up with them 24 hours later, after 
the release of Scared Of The Dark, the lead track from 
their first album proper in 17 years (they released a 
Christmas record of largely covers in 2012), and the 
fivesome have somehow grown even more excitable. 

Taking over the corner of a restaurant in a London 
hotel, their manager, Adam, looking at his laptop, says, 
“We’re on Vice”. The comment is greeted with startled 
yelps - along with an inquisitive query: “Is that good?!” 

BOMBASTIC 

The Vice article declares Scared Of The Dark a 
‘bombastic, ABBA-referencing pop beast that will most 
certainly soundtrack someone’s post-divorce drinking 
this year’, declaring it ‘banger of the month’. 

This reaction has come as a complete surprise, says 
Lee, flanked by mum-of-two Claire, who arrives a little 
later than her band mates after completing the school 
run. 

“We didn’t know how people were going to take it,” 
confesses Lee. “We know fans love the old stuff, it’s been 
proven. But the new material, we thought, ‘Oh God, we’re 
from 20 years ago, the charts have changed, how they 
buy it has changed, how it charts. . . 

But all that doesn’t seem to have mattered. The group 
recall leaving the BBC in Salford after an interview a 
day or two before, when staff members lined the glass 
corridors to catch a glimpse of Steps passing through. 

Claire recalls: “There were loads of people asking for 
photos and autographs, and security told us they had 
never seen anything like it. They’ve had Bradley Cooper, 
Will.i.am and all these really amazing famous people in 
there, and they said this never happens. 

“I don’t actually know what is going on!” she adds, 
laughing. 

Although they still aren’t quite sure how the charts 
work (they repeatedly ask about the difference between 
streaming and buying), they take great delight in following 



Scared Of The Dark’s climb on the iTunes Store, and 
admit they’ve been sharing positions and updates via 
their WhatsApp group. 

They listened to the song’s first play on the radio in 
the car together - almost 20 years to the day after they 
gathered to hear their debut release, the now iconic 5, 6, 
7, 8. 

“It felt like we had started all over again,” reflects H. 
“There were tears, and shivers and camaraderie and love, 
and it was so amazing. We were together for 5, 6, 7, 8 
listening in a van. It feels like deja vu.” 

Their WhatsApp group is also what supported the 
band’s relaunch. With all five scattered around the globe 
now, it meant they could all receive instructions to post 
the same updates from their social media accounts at the 
same time. 

“I was in Dubai, Faye was in Mexico, H was in Wales, 
the other two were in London. We were all over the world 
waiting, pouncing with our phones pressing send,” 
explains Lee. 

“It was like, ‘Thunderbirds are go!”’ H chips in. “It was 
so exciting.” 

Probed on why now was right for the band’s third 
coming, the five are adamant it isn’t purely a gimmicky 
return to mark 20 years, but that they want to ‘inject pop 
back into pop music’. 

“New music the key for us to have a new energy with 
Steps,” says Faye, “because we couldn’t have asked the 
fans to come and see us again with just the old songs. 

We were so ready to give them something and I think it 
has breathed new life into us.” 

They promise the new record, Tears On The 
Dancefloor, despite its name, will add some colour and 
light relief to a ‘grey world’. 

“I think the world needs a bit of light-hearted fun,” says 
Lee, “Steps always brought that. We’ve got upbeat music, 
we like having a great time, we just want the audience 
to join in with us, forget their worries for a while and just 
have a bit fun, and that’s what we want to bring back.”

And the album wasn’t thrown together, he insists, but 
was two years in the making, and the band listened to 
around 50 tracks before settling on the final tracklist. 

“We are really protective of us,” explains Claire. 
“Protective of Steps. 

“It is ours, it is our legacy and we’re always very 
cautious about doing something that might damage that.” 

It’s clear, behind all the jokes and buoyancy, this is a 
group who really want this comeback to succeed. 

“Do you not think though that music, and fashion, have 
a 20-year cycle,” Faye reasons. 

After a pause, an unsure Watkins asks: “Does that 
mean we’ll do this again when we’re 60?” 

“Oh God, that scares me!” Tozer replies - but perhaps 
don’t bet against it.

New Swift real pleaser in

Suzuki’s Swift supermini has made a big 
impact in the past 12 years, becoming the 
company’s single biggest seller in the UK. 

And with the company’s sales here hitting 
a record high - and already on target to do 
even better this year - the new, transformed 
Swift model will be carrying the torch for its 
ambitions. It has more room for people and 
their luggage, its quicker, nearly 20 per cent 
more powerful, more refined and yet more 
economical, too. 

The new car won’t be available here until 
June and prices haven’t yet been announced. 
But bearing in mind its place between the 
Ignis and Baleno, expect entry level models to 
be around the £10,000 to £11,000 mark. 

While the Swift is a world car, the model 
coming here has been specifically designed 
for Britain and Europe, and tested on roads 
here to cater for the demands of customers for 
a car that is both dynamic and comfortable. 

There will be basically four variants: one 
using the 1.0 litre turbo engine (widely 
acclaimed since it was launched last year 
in the Baleno) and a 1.2 litre Dualjet, itself a 
relatively new engine, with the option of four 
wheel drive. 

The final option is a first for Suzuki: the turbo 
engine combined with a ‘mild hybrid’ system 
which generates and stores electrical power 
to assist the petrol unit when it’s under load. 

There won’t be a diesel version as sales 
volumes with the outgoing model were low. 

The new Swift bears a strong resemblence 
to its predecessor - engineers were keen to 
ensure it retain the design DNA of Suzuki’s 
most popular car - but it is distinguished by 


its bold new grille, LED daytime running lights 
and stronger haunches. 

It’s lower, wider, and, although slightly 
shorter, it has a longer wheelbase which has 
allowed the engineers to create significantly 
more space in the cabin (particularly for those 
in the back) and an increase in luggage space 
to 265 litres - up by 54 litres. 

It gives the Swift a much sportier look, and 
combined with an impressive ten per cent cut 
in weight the driving dynamics have improved 
to add credence to its new image. 

The test car was a left-hand drive version 
and this new dynamism was very evident 
on some tight, twisting French roads. The 
steering is light yet with adequate driver ‘feel’, 
the car feels very stable and while it’s an old 
cliche the Swift really does feel as if it’s on 
rails. 

The engineers did their job well as while it’s 
a fun, sporty driving experience that hasn’t 
been achieved at the expense of ride comfort. 
That’s just as well, as the turbocharged and 
electrified test car came across as a refined, 
mature car too - I’d expected that as the 
same (non hybrid) engine creates the same 
ambience in the larger Baleno. 

The three cylinder Boosterjet is a remarkable 
little engine, turning out an impressive 111 PS 
of power with 61.4mpg economy and a low 
104g/km of C02 emissions, or 65.7mpg and 
97g/km with the added benefit of the hybrid 
system. 

But it isn’t the maximum power system 
which makes the difference in everyday 
driving, it’s the torque. Thanks to the 
turbocharger it has 170Nm, and all of that 
pulling power is available at just 2,000rpm - 
much more characteristic of a diesel engine 


than a small petrol unit. 

It means it’s quicker up through the gears, 
more response, and it means you don’t 
have to hit the red line to make reasonable 
progress. Top (sixth) gear is pitched fairly 
high, helping refinement and fuel-saving on 
motorway runs. 

Of course the Swift’s 19 per cent weight loss 
helps with performance and economy, so the 
car can reach the 62mph mark in a little over 
ten seconds. The 1.2 Dualjet’s figures are 0 to 
62mph in 11.7 seconds, 65.7mpg and 99g/km. 

Inside, the Swift has new seats, reshaped 
and with more supportive side bolsters,, 
higher quality materials and a modern and 
stylish dash, with white and satin chrome 
highlights giving a brighter feel to the cabin. 

Above the centre console are the air 
conditioning controls, and above them 
the touch screen control, according to 
specification, a navigation system, audio 
controls, smartphone and Bluetooth links. 

All versions come with six airbags, DAB 
radio, front electric windows, privacy glass 
and a leather steering wheel. Go up a grade 
and a rear view camera, smartphone link, 
alloy wheels and front dog lamps are added. 

Top spec models add LED lights, automatic 
aircon, adaptive cruise control and a 
navigation system as standard. It also gets an 
advanced forward detection system, another 
first for Suzuki. This combines a camera, 
laser sensor and radar to detect obstacles 
and employ the auto emergency braking, 
lane departure warning and auto dipping 
headlights. 

The braking system gives an audio and 
visual warning if it detects the risk of a 
collision, and can either help the driver (by 


increasing braking power) or iof necessary 
apply full automatic braking to avoid the 
danger, be it another car or a pedestrian. 

Suzuki expects the new model to increase 
UK Swift sales by about 25 per cent in a full 
year and on first impressions that doesn’t 
seem over optimistic. The backroom boys 
at Suzuki seem to have ticked all boxes in 
replacing a model that was already Suzuki’s 
best seller here. 


Even if you don’t care much about the 
engineering, you will about it’s effects on 
performance, economy, emissions and 
driveability. If you aren’t convinced by the 
figures for this mighty atom of a 1.0 turbo 
engine, try a test drive and you may find it 
something of a revelation. 

Plus the Swift has much sportier, desirable 
looks yet its more practical, too, with more 
room for passengers and their luggage.

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Incorrect economy figures could add £1,000 to costs 

Extra burden on 
drivers hits pocket 


Motorists are being hit in their pockets with a new 
vehicle tax system and incorrect economy figures, new 
research has revealed. 

According to figures compiled by automotive website 
Honest John, drivers could be seeing £1,000 added to 
their long-term car running costs. 

Using 118,000 real-world MPG figures submitted by 
UK drivers, it was found that a car is using 24% more 
fuel than it should, with just one in 10 cars achieving 
their official MPG figures. According to the data, British 
motorists are using an estimated 2,970 million extra 
litres of petrol and an additional 2,609 million litres 
of diesel a year as a result of misleading economy 
figures. 

An additional burden is being placed on UK motorists 
with the new vehicle tax rules set to be enforced from 
tomorrow for purchases of new cars. 

The changes will see additional charges added to the 
long-term running costs of even the smallest and most 
efficient cars. 

A new Vauxhall Astra 1.0, for instance, costs nothing 
to tax under the current rules, but even this will rise to 
£400 for three years. 

Edmund King, president of the AA, recently 
commented on the subject, saying: “Many car buyers 
are focused on the bottom line of the deal without 
considering future costs. 

“In 12 months’ time, a car tax bill that is £100-plus 
higher than expected for small cars emitting up to 
120g/km C02 may knock an owner’s financial planning 
off the road.” 

However, a new testing system is set to be introduced 
to ensure that official economy figures are more 
realistic. From September 2017, the New European 
Driving Cycle will be replaced with the Worldwide 
Harmonised Light Vehicles Test Procedure to help 
produce economy figures that are more realistic.
